WOMAN, STABBED 


BY HUSBAND, MAY 


NOT GET DIVORCE 


Plea of Guilty to Adultery 


Charge Raises Fine Point 


of Law 


HETHER a woman, who has 


previously entered a plea of 
guilty 
to 
the 
charge 
of 


adultery, ca'n bo granted a divorce 
will be" a fine point of the law in 
the case of llrs. Belle Johr.stone of 
this city, who is suing her husband, 
Fred D! Johr.stone, whereabouts un- 
known, for a divorce. 


An unusual story came to light in 


superior court this rnorning when 
Mrs. Johnstone, a quiet, 
modestly 


dressed woman, took the stand and 
answered the questions of her at- 
torney, John M. Nelson, and those 
of Divorce Counsel Reynolds and E. 
T. Elver, appointed for the defend- 
ant. 


According to Mrs. Johnstone's 


testimony, her husband was sent to 
Waupun in May, 1011, after ho had 
been convicted of stabbing her in 
the breast, and also stabbing her 
sister, Mrs. Hannah Mahon, of this 
city, who later took the stand. Mrs. 
Johnstone was visiting her" sister 
at the time of the stabbing because 
she and her husband had no home. 
The husband came to the 
sister's 


residence, and upon his wife's re- 
fusal to go until he had a home for 
her, and at her attempt to take a 
whiskey bottle away from him, he 
stabbed her. Both women declared 
that he was crunk at the time, and 
that he was drunk nearly' all the 
time. In 1912 he was released on 
parole but his wife has not seen him 
since 1911.

"The Lever act has proved one of the most effective 


agencies in preventing depredations at the expense of 
the people than almost any other measure now m 
operation."
